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MEXICO. 


The Canadian Trade Commissioner in Mexico (Mr. A. W. Donly) 
states, in a recent report to the Canadian 
Paper. Government on the paper trade in Mexico, that 
during the last ten or twelve years a great 
advance has been made by the Mexican paper factories as regards 
both the quality and the quantity of paper produced. All but 
two of the tactories belong to a combination which has a capital of 
7,000,000 pesos (766,000/.). Owing to the present capacity of the 
Mexican mills and to the high customs duty on papers of the 
cheaper grades, the importation of the following classes of paper 
is not now possible, viz. :—News print, wrapping, R.R. Manilla, 
cheap blotting paper, cheap thin cardboard, cheap tissues, 
toilet paper, cheap coated paper, bonds equivalent to 5 or 6 cents 
per pound, super-calendered book paper, and paper for the manu- 
facture of cheap envelopes. Very few envelopes of any kind are 
imported. The following papers are still imported :—High grade 
coated papers, high grade ledgers and bonds, fine tissues, paper for 
fine envelopes, cigarette paper, Bristols and fine cardboards, 
coloured and white covers, natural colour tag-board and mottled 
papers for book-binding. All papers should be sent in flat and of 
such a size that no side measures less than 45 cms. (about 18 in.), 
in order to obtain the advartage of the lowest tariff. 
Wall paper is also imported, none being manufactured in Mexico.

Attention is drawn to the fact that (as stated on p. 151) the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is prepared 
to supply, so far as practicable, for the information of British 
manufacturers and merchants, classified Lists of Firms engaged in 
particular lines of business in various localities in British Posses- 
sions and Foreign Countries. ‘These lists, which are revised from 
time to time, are prepared originally by H.M. Consular Officers in 
Foreign Countries and by H.M. T'rade Commissioners and the 
Correspondents of the Board of Trade in the Colonies. They may 
be consulted by British manufacturers and merchants at the offices 
of the Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C., and special 
lists relating to particular branches of trade, either generally or in 
a specified country or colony, or in individual towns or districts 
thereof, may be obtained on application to the Director. 

Amongst recent additions are local lists of firms received from 
Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Brazil, Egypt, Greece, the Netherlands 
and Dutch Colonies, Portugal and its Colonies, Roumania, Russia, 
Spain and Sweden. 

The following are some of the branches of trade under which 
foreign and colonial firms are classified :—Arms and ammunition, 
athletic and sporting requisites, carpets, chemicals and drugs, coal, 
cotton goods, cutlery, cycles and accessories, fancy .goods, fish, 
groceries, hardware, hats, hosiery, iron and steel, linen goods, 
machinery, millinery, motor cars, oils, optical instruments, photo- 
graphic requisites, provisions, ship chandlery, soap, stationery, tea, 
tobacco, wines and spirits, and woollen goods. 

The Branch is also able to supply in some instances supplemen- 
tary lists of general commission agents, solicitors, patent and trade 
mark agents, firms (other than legal) who undertake the collec- 
tion of debts, trade enquiry offices from which 1eports may be 
obtained as to the financial standing and trade reputation of local 
firms, and newspapers considered likely to be of use for purposes 
of advertisement. 
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CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 


The arrangement inaugurated on lst January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Hitherto no charge has been 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, now rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of ‘Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “Journal” as previously 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
K.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of 'T'rade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects,* as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD.

Russia, Baku.—'The following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Baku (Mr. A. E. R. McDgnell) on the 
trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

The disasters of 1904-6 seem to have affected British interests

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and enterprise at Baku more severely than any other, and since 
1905 there has been a further marked falling-off in British 
imports. Baku traders complain that the difficulties of trading 
with the United Kingdom have increased and that fewer trav ellers 
are seen. While British travellers have allowed themselves to be 
led into thinking that life and property are unsafe in Baku, 
business generally at a standstill, and the oil industry as a whole 
working ata loss, foreign competitors have seen for themselves 
that these statements are incorrect, that the industry still requires 
oil-well supplies, and that the business generally can be carried on 
on profitable lines; the consequence is that, except in steam 
engines, motors and anchor chains, foreign competition has 
found an easier field than heretofore. Robbery, brigandage and 
danger to life and property may safely be considered as past history. 

In order that a foreigner may travel in these regions, a speciai 
permit has to be obtained from the Ministry in St. Petersburg, 
and (should he be crossing the Caspian) before leaving Baku it is 
well to find out whether the duplicate permit has been received by 
the gendarmerie at Kransnovodsk. 'lhis permit is not difficult 
to obtain, nevertheless having to obtain it is a great hindrance 
to travellers wishing to open up this part of the country. German 
firms draw their travellers from natives of the Baltic provinces, 
Russian subjects who all speak German and Russian; these 
require no permits. 

Undoubtedly British goods hold their own as far as quality is 
concerned, and most traders would prefer to deal with the United 
Kingdom on anything like the terms granted by foreign com- 
petitors. The chief difficulties which beset British firms in the 
Baku market, and which are fully overcome by other nations, are 
the following :— 

1. Our foreign competitors issue catalogues in Russian, with 
prices in roubles, goods delivered at Baku or at least duty and 
freight paid Batoum, and weights are given inclusive of packages. 
British traders almost invariably i issue their catalogues in English, 
with English currency f.o.b. British port, and very often no price 
list at all is given. 

2. British travellers are seldom seen at Baku, and those that do 
work this <listrict almost invariably require an interpreter. 

3. Local traders, especially the smaller houses who have no 
English correspondent, do not know where to apply, and have to 
rely on houses in the larger centres, having no facility for 
getting into direct communication. The addresses of various 
manufacturers can be obtained at the Vice-Consulate, but that is 
not all that is required. Foreign competitors have houses at Baku 
where samples can be seen, terms can be learnt, and where, in 
many cases, stocks are kept. In some classes of goods, especially 
shopkeepers’ goods, indenting establishments in Leipzig and 
Vienna are applied to. 

4. ‘Terms and credit are all-important factors. It must be 
remembered that the merchant at Baku receives payment in from 
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three to six months after delivery, therefore when he has to pay 
cash he is bound to ask an enhanced price. Our foreign competitors 
understand this thoroughly, and meet their customers in every 
way possible. For instance, belting is forwarded freight and duty 
paid, and the agent pays the manufacturer from three to six 
months after the belting has been sold. It is quite understood 
that manufacturers with a small capital from which they require 
a@ quick turnover are unable to give long credits, but it seems 
within the bounds of possibility that an arrangement could be 
come to with banking firms whereby the manufacturer would be 
able to obtain a part payment on the documents for his shipments 
being taken up. 

o. Another point to be borne in mind is the study of local 
conditions and what is required for the market. In this respect 
a great deal depends on the larger centres, such as Moscow. 
Dealers at Baku do not carry large stocks and prefer to deal 
with firms having a head agency in Moscow, whence delivery can 
be effected in a week or 10 days in case of necessity, whereas 
at least two months must be reckoned from the United Kingdom. 

In cases where credit is asked for, careful enquiries can 
always be made beforehand.

United States of America, Richmond (Virginia)—The following 
information is from the report by the British Vice-Consul at 
Richmond (Virginia) (Mr. A. P. Wilmer) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

The tendency to direct importation from abroad at Richmond is 
steadily increasing, although by far the larger part of the imports 
come through New York. There is a notable increase in the use 
of articles of foreign manufacture in Richmond from year to year. 

The principal imports during the year 1909 consisted of burlaps 
from India, clover and grass seeds from France, chinaware from 
the United Kingdom and Germany, linens from the United 
Kingdom, wines from France, Spain and Germany, whisky from 
the United Kingdom, matting from China and Japan, tea from 
China and a little from India, laces from the United Kingdom, 
paper from Sweden and the United Kingdom, mineral waters from 
Germany, toys and post cards from Germany, combs from Scotland, 
glass from Belgium, olive oil from Italy, china and perfumes from 
France, chocolate from Switzerland and France, cloth, woollens, 
flannels, hats, leather, harness and saddlery, salt, biscuits, jams, 
pickles, ales, hardware, tools, cutlery, carpets and chemicals from 
the United Kingdom, a small amount of tobacco and cigarettes 
from the United Kingdom, cutlery from Germany. 

* + * * 

United States of America, Galveston—The following information 
is from the report by H.M. Consul at Galveston (Mr. C. A. S. Per- 
ceval) on the trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be 
issued :— 

It is probable that if British exporters of groceries, provisions, 
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and spirits would more frequently endeavour to deal directly with 
grocers in Galveston and other towns in Texas, their efforts would 
meet with success, and the result would be an increased demand for 
their goods. ‘These British goods are now sold in Galveston at 
prices from 10 to 15 per cent. higher than in New York, owing to 
the profits made by the middlemen in that city, from whom the 
goods are usually obtained, and to the freight rate by sea from 
New York to Galveston. These remarks apply equally well to 
British goods other than those mentioned. It would seem that far 
fewer British commercial travellers visit Galveston than travellers of 
other foreign countries. Three from a foreign country called at their 
Consulate in one week recently ; the British Consulate has not 
been visited by a commercial traveller for over four months, though 
it is believed that more than one has been in Galveston during that 
time. If British commercial travellers would call on arrival, any 
assistance which it might be possible to render would be given 
them. 





COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE. 


The first meeting of the re-constituted Advisory Committee to 
the Board of Trade on Commercial Intelligence was held at 
7, Whitehall Gardens on 14th April. The President of the Board 
of Trade, Mr. Sydney Buxton, took the Chair, and there were also 
present :—Lord Strathcona, Lord Avebury, Sir F. Forbes Adam, 
Sir A. E. Bateman, Sir Hugh Bell, Bart., Mr. H. Birchenough, 
Mr. F. Brittain, Mr. H. Brock, Mr. G. H. Cox, Mr. T. Craig-Brown, 
Hon. W. Hall-Jones, Mr. C. A. Harris (Colonial Office), Sir T. W. 
Holderness (India Office), Mr. H. W. Just (Colonial Office), 
Mr. A. Law (Foreign Office), Mr. W: H. Mitchell, Mr. E. Parkes, 
M.P., Sir A. K. Rollit, Sir H. Llewellyn Smith (Board of Trade), 
Sir A. Spicer, Bart., M.P., Mr. G. J. Stanley (Board of Trade), 
Mr. D. A. Thomas, M.P., Mr. R. Thompson, M.P., Mr. T. Worth- 
ington, and Mr. Percy Ashley (Secretary). : 

Sir George Reid and Sir William Holland were unavoidably 
prevented from being present. 

In opening the proceedings, Mr. Buxton welcomed the members 
of the Committee, and expressed his appreciation of the valuable 
results which had been derived from the work of the previous 
Committee. A number of reports with regard to current matters, 
including the new French Customs Tariff, the proposed new 
Tariffs of Japan and Sweden, the forthcoming International 
Conference on the Laws relating to Bills of Exchange, the visits 
to the United Kingdom of His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners in the 
Self-Governing Colonies, and the work of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board, were laid before the Committee, 
which also considered certain matters connected with the 
administration of the Australian Customs Tariff, and various other 
questions referred to them by the Board of Trade.

Note.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases ali the values are those declared by importers or 
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exporters, as in the United Kingdom ; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland 
are returned at declared values, and, since April, 1909, only about 
one-third of the exports from Germany have been returned at 
official values, the values of the remainder being declared. The 
figures in italics are based, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some 
earlier year than that under which they are shown. The values of 
the exports from Germany for the month of January, 1910, and 
for the two months ended February, 1910, are based, in each case, 
partly on declared values and partly on the prices of the year 1908. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, 7.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

BAKU OIL INDUSTRY IN 1909. 
Suggested Reduction of Railway Freight Rates on Kerosene. 


With reference to the notice on p. 402 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th February respecting the Baku oil industry in 
1909, the following information on the subject is from the report 
by H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

The production of petroleum was very low at the commence- 
ment of the year 1909, but after February it steadily increased, 
and in the second half of the year was greater than for several years 
past. A marked feature of the oil production was the increased 
yield of wells situated on old oil territories at Balakhani, Sabunchi 
and Romani. 

The Maikop oilfields are fast coming to the front, as is evidenced 
by the prolific gusher which commenced to flow in August last, 
the petroleum from which is reported to have gone to waste owing 
to no provision for storage accommodation having been made. 
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Boring operations at Baku were carried on with less activity 
in 1909 than in 1908. 

The quantity of petroleum products transported by the Caspian 
Sea to Astrakhan was 1,221,805,410 gallons in 1909, as against 
1,140,121,955 gallons in 1908. The shipments of petroleum pro- 
ducts from Batoum during 1909 amounted to 173,823,585 gallons, 
as against 155,706,540 gallons in 1908. 

The bulk of the decrease in exports of oil during the past few 
years has been in the exports of kerosene to Far Eastern markets, 
which may now be said to be irretrievably lost to the Russian 
petroleum industry. 


Railway tariff for transport of kerosene—The question of a 
reduction in the railway freight rates for kerosene was raised in 
St. Petersburg on several occasions during 1909 as a measure 
necessary to foster the export trade in Russian illuminating oils. 
Accordingly, on 30th November last, the Council of Baku Naphtha 
Producers made representations in this direction to the Minister 
of Finance. The measure was found to be important owing to 
the struggle that was then taking place between America, 
Roumania and Russia for the export trade in kerosene to the 
United Kingdom. Towards the end of the year Russian exporters 
were compelled to conclude business transactions at prices varying 
between 39 and 40 copecks per poud f.o.b. Batoum. ‘The tariff 
for the transport of kerosene from Baku to Batoum is 19 copecks 
per poud, to which must be added a further 2 copecks per poud 
for local port and other expenses. The cost price of kerosene at 
Baku during most of the past year ranged between 25 and 32 
copecks per poud. Consequently, in exporting kerosene from 
Russia to the United Kingdom at 40 copecks, exporters were at a 
dead loss of several copecks per poud—hence the enormous 
decline in exports of Russian illuminating oils. A reduction in 
the rate for pumping light oils through the pipe-line would 
enable Russian producers and exporters to renew their old con- 
nections with British and Continental importers, and would 
undoubtedly increase the revenue derived by the State pipe-line, 
which has for several years past been working at less than half 
of its capacity. 

Matters having reached this unsatisfactory point, the interests 
of the trade require that immediate steps should be taken to 
improve the situation; it is this condition of things which 
has induced the calling of a meeting of the Tariff Committee 
at St. Petersburg for the purpose of revising the existing petro- 
leum transport tariffs on the Trans-Caucasian and Vladikavkaz 
Railways for oils carried from Baku to Batoum and from Petrovsk 
to Novorossisk. According to information that reached the 
Caucasus, the urgent necessity for a reduction in rates was almost 
unanimously accepted, the only dissentient voices being those of 
the representatives of the railway and pipe-line, who could under 
no conditions be prevailed upon to consent to a reduction of 
more than 3 copecks per poud. Although the resolution arrived 
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at was not final, and the question has been submitted to further 
consideration by still higher circles in St. Petersburg, it is hoped 
that the decision of the T'ariff Committee will shortly lead to a 
reduction of 7 copecks or even 9 copecks on the existing pro- 
hibitive rate, seeing that a reduction of only 3 copecks per poud, 
as recommended by the representative of the State pipe-line, would 
not be sufficient to enable Russian exporters to compete in the 
British market. 


The following information is from the report by the British 
Vice-Consul at Novorossisk on the trade of that district in 1909, 
which will shortly be issued :—- 

The exports of mineral oil products from Grozni in 1909 were 
118,691 tons, as against 73,34:1 tons in 1908. 

Considerable quantities of machinery have recently arrived at 
Novorossisk for transhipment to Tuapse, thence to be conveyed by 
land to the oilfields at Maikop. Several new companies intend to 
commence work there this spring. It is also reported that a 
number of concessions have been granted for pipe-lines from the 
oilfields to the port of Tuapse and also to the railway station of 
Einem, near the town of Ekaterinodar, on the Vladikavkaz trunk 
railway. Great faith is placed in the future of these new oilfields, 
and prices for land in the district have risen greatly. The 
Armavir-Maikop-Tuapse Railway will traverse the new oilfields ; 
the building of the line has been taken in hand, but several years 
must elapse before its completion. 


The following information is from the report by the British 
Vice-Consul at Baku (Mr. A. E. R. McDonell) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

The disastrous period, 1904-6, has not been altogether without 
beneficial results. The oil industry is now worked on a much 
sounder basis, and businesses are carried on rather as commercial 
undertakings than as speculative enterprises. Methods of business 
have greatly altered and economy in every direction is engaging 
the attention of owners. 

The prices for crude oil and residuum remained fairly level 
throughout 1909. The year opened with the price of crude oil at 
about 21 copecks and of residuum at 21+ copecks per poud ; prices 
rose as usual during the open navigation season until, in June, 
23 copecks was reached, after which they sank to 18} copecks 
at the end of the year. The average price during the year should 
work out at about 21 copecks per poud for crude oil, which is 
about 1 copeck below the average of the preceding year. 

The total production of crude oil in 1909 was 2,146,225,952 
gallons, an increase of about 100,625,000 gallons on the preceding 
year. It is understood that it is only by increased drilling activity 
that a rise in production can be expected, yet the following figures 
appear to be diametrically opposed to such a conclusion : —

It must be supposed that, in 1908, either the new wells brought 
in were of less value than the old wells ceasing production, or that 
some other force was at work to keep the production below its 
possible level. This other force is to be found in the fact that 1908 
was a year fraught with incessant Jabour troubles, from which 1909 
was completely free. Consequently, in spite of the marked decrease 
in drilling activity in 1908 and the consequent small number of 
new wells brought in in 1909, there was a marked increase in the 
production. In 1909 there was a further decrease, only 182 new 
wells being commenced, as compared with 217 in 1908, which will 
mean a correspondingly less number of new wells to be brought 
in in 1910; an increase in production should not, therefore. be 
looked for this year. Ina great measure this decrease in drilling 
activity may be accounted for by the fact that practically no new 
lands have been taken up, but there is also a great tendency to 
repair old wells, the principal reason for this being that, in old 
wells, water trouble is likely to be less serious than in new. 

The equivalent of gas reckoned in gallons of oil produced on the 
Surachany gas field in 1909 was 22,548,969 gallons, to which must 
be added 1 312, 619 gallons of white oil and 7,509,455 gallons of 
dark crude oil. Activity in this field is increasing, and there are 
now 11 wells producing gas, 3 wells producing white oil, 3 wells 
producing dark crude oil, 26 wells being drilled, and 10 we ls being 
deepened and repaired. Since the beginning of 1910 a large 
spouter of light crude oil has been struck, which is still producing. 

At Binigady drilling still continues, and the production this year 
is reckoned at some 35,000,000 gallons. In January, 1910,a small 
spouter was brought in, but this is at present of little importance. 
Much attention has been given to the Island of Tchelleken, where 
oil and ozokerite are found. The oil is of a very high quality, 
bearing from 7 to 10 per cent. of pure paraffin. A large spouter, 
which produced 5,250,000 gallons of oil, was brought in and 
corked last year. This property and adjoining lands have lately 
been engaging the attention of foreign capitalists. Boring activity 
continues on Holy Island, where several of the Baku companies 
have taken up claims. ‘Attention is also being given to a new 
field near Shemakha, about 40 miles from Baku. Of the principal oil 
companies, 14 paid in 1908 an average dividend of 12 per cent., 
16 worked at a profit which was written off to depreciation and no 
dividend declared, and seven worked at a loss—three of the last 
being British undertakings. ‘The conditions of 1909 having been 
better than 1908, it is expected that the profits will be larger. 
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RUSSIAN FLOATING EXHIBITION AT NEAR EASTERN 
PORTS. 


With reference to the notice on p. 409 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th February relative to the floating exhibition of 
Russian products at Near Eastern ports, H.M. Consul-General at 
Smyrna (Mr. H. D. Barnham, C.M.G.) has now forwarded the 
following information respecting the enterprise :— 

The Russian Navigation Company took the initiative in the 
scheme for this floating exhibition, and carried it out at their own 
expense. As a result of sending circulars to the principal indus- 
trial enterprises in Russia, 130 firms agreed to exhibit. The 
“‘ Nicholas II.,” 4,166 tons net, the largest vessel owned by the Com- 
pany, was temporarily taken off its run, and fitted up for the 
purposes of the exhibition. In the early part of December the 
ship proceeded from Odessa to Yalta, thence it went to Varna 
and Burgas in Bulgaria. At Constantinople it remained for 11 
days, and then left for the Dardanelles, Mount Athos, Salonica, 
the Piraeus, Suda Bay (Crete), Alexandria and Port Said. After 
this it sailed up the Syrian coast, touching at Jaffa, Haifa, Beirut, 
Tripoli, Alexandretta, Mersina, and finally called at Smyrna, 
where it remained for five days. Its further course lay by way 
of Constantinople, and Samsoun, Keresoun, and Trebizond, the 
chief Turkish Black Sea ports. ‘T’he voyage lasted altogether some 
three months. 

The total cost of preparing the ship and of conducting the voyage, 
including the estimated loss entailed by the temporary withdrawal 
of the ship from the ordinary service of the Company, is given as 
about 300,000 roubles (31,000/.). Manufacturers had to bear 
only the expense of sending employés with the goods exhibited, 
the space for the stalls being provided gratis by the company. 

A feature of this novel form of propaganda for Russian commerce 
was the holding of meetings or conferences on board the ship, to 
which merchants were invited. 

Only a few small articles, such as fancy woodwork, tea, scents, 
chocolate, were sold retail to the public. In the case of transac- 
tions on a wholesale basis, and in all cases of bulky articles, orders 
had to be given “‘ money in advance.” 

The goods which are considered by the organisers to have met 
with the best reception are wood, sugar, indiarubber goods 
(especially galoshes), perfumery, textiles, leather, furniture and 
agricultural machinery. 

The firms represented were exhibiting the following articles :— 
Alcohol and brandy, wines, mineral waters, tea, brown and refined 
sugar, flour, cheese, fresh butter, caviar, tinned foods, macaroni, 
chocolate and confectionery, perfumery, cigarette paper, matches, 
oil, naphtha, soap, lamps, cutlery, nails, locks, clockwork, metals 
(platinum, copper, iron and steel, &c.), stoves, samovars, musical and 
mechanical instruments, electric and gas motors, steam boilers, agri~ 
cultural machinery, silver articles, pottery, glass and crystal ware, 
religious ornaments, chemical and pharmaceutical requisites, wooden 
articles, furniture, indiarubber goods (galoshes, medical appliances, 
clothing, tyres), leather goods, trunks, footwear, brushes, cordage, 
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textiles (cotton and woollen), threads, hosiery, handkerchiefs, lace 
and brocade; wagons, articles for lithography and chromo-litho- 
graphy, hand mills and printing machines were also obtainable 
from exhibiting firms. 

It is the intention of the Navigation Company, adds the Consul- 
General, now to establish sample bureaus or museums of Russia’s 
chief articles of export in those places where the company has 
agencies, that is, in the ports which the exhibition visited. 





POSITION OF COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS IN SPAIN. 


The following information is from the report by the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid (Mr. A. Robertson) on the 
trade of Spain in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

At the beginning of 1909 the Madrid Chamber of Commerce 
called the attention of the Government to the laxity with which 
the law in regard to commercial travellers had been administered. 
As a result of this, action was taken against various commercial 
travellers in Madrid who had been selling their samples or taking 
orders on samples for individuals. As however there had been a 
great deal of misunderstanding as to the exact legal position, a 
lawyer from the Minister of Finance explained to H.M. Embassy as 
follows :— 

1. Commercial travellers may in no case either sell the 
samples that they bring with them or take orders on those samples 
directly for private individuals. They may only take orders for 
commercial houses already established in Spain which have paid 
the necessary taxes entitling them to carry on their business. 

2. In order to sell samples or take orders on samples for private 
individuals they must pay the sum of 1,500 pesetas (about 561.) 
under Tariff 5, Section 1, Class I[]1., No. 14 of the Industrial 
Contribution Law of 1896, as “ sellers of articles of novelty of all 
kinds who keep no open establishment but receive orders with the 
right to sell in the whole peninsula.” 

The lawyer explained that to come to Spain, take orders directly 
from private individuals, and subsequently send out goods on those 
orders, was tantamount to selling in Spain, and could not legally be 
done without previously paying the 1,500 pesetas mentioned above. 

A Royal Order instructing the local treasury officials to give 
great attention to denunciations on this subject formulated by the 
official Chambers of Commerce was published on 29th April, 1909.

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


The “Cape of Good Hope Government Gazette” of 11th March, 
1910, contains a Proclamation (No. 77 of 1910), 
dated 7th March, which consolidates and amends 
the restrictions imposed upon the introduction 
of live stock into Cape Colony from the Trans- 
vaal by reason of the existence of the disease 
amongst cattle known as the Kast African Coast Fever. 

Under this Proclamation it is provided that the introduction of 
horned cattle into the Colony from the Transvaal is prohibited. 

Live stock, other than horned cattle, may only be imported from 
the Transvaal through the ports of entry established at Malmain 
Road, Mosymiyani and Fourteen Streams on the Cape Colony- 
Transvaal Border. 

The introduction of vehicles drawn by horned cattle is only 
permitted under certain specified conditions. 

Proclamations Nos. 202 of 1904, 284 and 325 of 1905, and 209 
of 1909 are cancelled.

Dredging operations during 1909 were duly carried on at the 
entrance of the waterway, and at the close of the vear the depth 
at the entrance was 31 feet at low and 36 feet at high water, 
whilst the fairway at the lowest depth of 28 feet showed a breadth 
of 383 yards, gradually narrowing to 235 yards towards the land 
end of the piers and to 142 yards at the Hook. 

The favourable results of all the operations thus far carried out 
is shown by the fact that the fairway has been considerably 
widened, and that the flood tide enters the new waterway more 
easily, whilst the ground swells which formerly prevailed at the 
entrance have entirely disappeared. In proof of these improved 
conditions it may be stated that the number of vessels which 
entered drawing 244 feet and upwards, has increased from 73 in 
1900 to 350 in 1909, while that of those drawing 26 feet and 
more rose from 7 in 1900 to 89 in 1909.

put in. 1909. THe quantity of ore transported by the Tchiaturi 
branch of the Trans-Caucasian railway in January, 1910, was 
45,161 tons, and in February 67,887 tons; this latter figure 
represents the greatest quantity of ore that the line has ever yet 
been able to carry in a single month. The improved conditions 
of traffic are attributed to the increase of rolling stock and to better 
organisation. 





FRANCE (NEW CALEDONIA). 


The following information is from the report by the British 
Acting-Consul at Noumea (Mr. T. Maning) on the trade of New 
Caledonia in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


The stocks of nickel ore within the colony on 31st December, 1909, 
Mineral were not less than 122,000 tons; only some 
atietiien ond 79,995 tons were shipped during the year, but 
Export the production may be estimated at not less 
— than 120,000 tons. 

A number of contracts have been made during the past year for 
forward delivery, and all nickel ore produced has become the 
property of intended smelters. Several large contractors are not 
inclined to contract for too long a period, feeling confident that 
lower prices will prevail in the near future. The result of the first 
reduction of nickel ore by the electrolytic process at T'au is anxiously 
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awaited. By this process, it is claimed, nickel metal can be pro- 
duced at a cost which will enable the selling price to be reduced 
from 190/.-200/. to 100. per ton. 

The chrome industry is confined for the present to one mine, 
and the export for 1909 was only 52,136 tons, 14,544 tons less 
than in 1908. The price of this mineral has reached a very low 
figure, about 1/. 2s. per ton for 50 per cent. ore in bulk at mines, 
or 1l, 14s. 6d. for 50 per cent. ore in sacks f.o.b. Noumea. The 
stock of chrome existing in the colony on 3lst December, 1909, - 
was about 21,000 tons, 

There is no demand whatever for cobalt, and producers have now 
closed down the mines. ‘The stocks in the colony are probably 
400-500 tons. 

The copper mines at Pilou are producing a quantity of ore, and 
smelting should begin shortly. ‘The quality of the ore is said to 
be good, and reports indicate a large production in the near future.

hse the magnesite mines of the Western Magnesite

California. 


The deposits of the company are situated near 
Livermore, in the Red Mountains, in Santa Clara and Stanislaus 
Counties, California, at a distance of about 62 miles from the Bay 
of San Francisco. The magnesite runs in veins from 30 to 100 feet 
thick, and is of a purity of 94 to 95 per cent. In the principal 
mine the main block of developed ore exceeds 180,000 tons, and 
this mine and the three adjoining it are estimated to contain 
6,500,000 tons of ore. ‘I'he outcroppings on all the other bodies of 
ore, of which there are fourteen, are immense in size and of equal 
purity. The whole area is estimated to be capable of yielding 
25,000,000 tons of magnesite ore. These deposits are considered to 
be the only ones of this mineral in America. 

The company has a factory at San Leandro, California, equipped 
with pulverizers, grinders and mixers. There is also.a calcination 
plant adjoining the factory, with a daily capacity of 25 tons. The 
company is erecting two additional kilns at its deposits.

To secure examination in 
every case in which it is desirable, the Order requires that notice 
of the intended exportation of any horse, whether decrepit or not, 
from Great Britain to Belgium or the Netherlands, shall be given 
to the clerk of the local authority of the port of shipment, or to 
some person appointed by the local authority to receive such 
notices, in time for its receipt not less than 24 hours before the 
time of intended shipment. 

The notice must contain certain specified particulars intended to 
enable the local authority to judge in each case whether a 
veterinary examination is desirable. Veterinary examination is 
not required in any case in which the local authority are satisfied 
that the class of horse makes examination unnecessary, but no 
horse may be shipped from Great Britain to Belgium or the 
Netherlands without a permit of the local authority of the port of 
shipment.

The following information is from the report by the British 
Vice-Consul at Charleston (Mr. A. Harkness) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :-— 

Owing to the unusually high prices prevailing in the United States 
Importation of for cotton during the later months of 1909, 
Satine Gables several hundred bales of cotton were imported 

‘from India by some of the Carolina cotton 
mills to be used as an experiment in competition with American- 
gerown cotton. This, it is stated, is the first time in the history of 
the Southern mills that Indian cotton has been purchased. Indian 
cotton is of a somewhat shorter staple than the domestic upland 
cotton, but it is said to be equally white and smooth. The 

Carolina mills intend to experiment with this Indian cotton, and if 

it proves satisfactory, as they seem confident that it will, and the 

present high prices for domestic cotton continue, it is believed 
that larger orders for the Indian article will soon be placed.

In the present instance the Indian cotton was bought at 113 cents 
(5,°.d.) per lb. f.o.b. New York. The freight from New York to the 
Carolina mills was 56 cents (2s. 4d.) per 100 lbs. ; the cotton there- 
fore was laid down at the mills at a cost of 11? cents (53d.) per |b. 
The price of domestic cotton of equally good grade for mill uses 


was 14} cents (74d.) at the mills at the time the Indian cotton 
was bought, with little prospects of any early decline. 


It was reported at the end of 1909 that the Carolina Sea Islands 
are about to enter extensively on the cultivation 
of short cotton in place of the long silky Sea 
[sland staple heretofore grown. Cotton growers, 
it is stated, have decided to adopt this course 
owing to the excellent prices and good demand 
for short cotton, and. te the fact that for a number of years the 
Sea Island market has been discouraging on ‘account both of low 
prices and of slowness of sales. 

Last spring certain planters on Edisto Island, South Carolina, in 
the heart of the Sea Island district, made the experiment of raising 
uplands or short staple cotton, the result being that they produced 
about 1,000 lbs. of seed cotton to the acre at a lowcost. ‘The 
picking of this staple costs only about half as much as that of long 
cotton ; there is a greater proportion of lint to seed, and the cost 
of ginning is less. Those planters who produced the uplands 
cotton had no trouble in disposing of it at good prices. 

During the coming year, it is said, the area’on the Sea Islands 
devoted to raising short cotton will be seven times greater than it 
was last season. ‘The total acreage devoted to long cotton, which 
has in no season been very large, the conditions of climate, soil, 
moisture, &c. necessarily restricting the area in which long cotton 
can be grown, will thus be much smaller in the coming season than 
heretofore.
